who did the work during 1D2II. The 
cost for garbage collection for Pd-1 
will be #1,-110. OH, or !jil°(l.0(> per nionlli 
— somewhat higher than in 1H20. 

As the garbage is used on a stock 
farm to food hogs, it must be clean 
from glass, chloride of lime and other 
poisonous materials. 

Containers for garbage are also im- 
portant to the collectors, and the health 
of the community. GnlvanizeYl iron cans 
with tight covers are best. When the 
cans leak they should be discarded. 
Garbage placed in paper bags or card- 
board boxes will not be collected. 

Collections will be made twice week- 
ly during the winter and three times 
weekly during tin 1 summer months. 

All complaints made to any member 
of Council, the police officer, or the 
Street Commissioner, will be fully in- 
vestigated and remedied, if the com- 
plaint is .-justified.

Horse-drawn vehicles and bicycles on 
the main highways of Pennsylvania at 
night will be required to display lights 
in the future, as required by the law 
effective duly 1. I'll!). The I'enasyl- 
\ania Department of Stale Police will 
enforce the law rigidly, according to 
Major Lynn G. Adams, the superintend- 
ent. 

Jinny reports are coming to I lie State 
Police headquarters of smash-ups at 
night between automobiles and horse- 
drawn vehicles that ilo not cttrrv 
lights. In some instances lives have 
been lost because the law was not ob- 
served. The State Police are deter- 
mined to put a stop to this disregard of 
life and property. 

It is prescribed on the statute books 
that at least one white light shall be 
visible for 200 feet from front mid rear 
of till vehicles moving or standing on 
the public highways between sunset and 
sunrise. Particular attention will be 
given by the police to trallic regula- 
tions on the trunk highways of flic 
Stale. 



DOG LICENSES FOR YEAR 1921 
NOW READY. 



The County Treasurer tit Xorristown 
is now issuing dog licenses and tags 
for tho year 1021. 

Persons owning dogs should send to 
him for dog license application blanks, 
enclosing a two-cent stamp for postage. 

The maximum penalty for failing to 



register a dog in the count}- in which 
such dog is kept, as provided in Dog 
Law of 1017, is a line not exceeding 
•tJ 00.00 or imprisonment not exceeding 
three months. 

Dogs not registered by January loth 
of each year may lie shot by State 
Game Wardens or any local oflicer. For 
failure to perforin his duty under pro- 
visions of this act, such police oflicer 
shall be liable to a penalty of two dol- 
lars for each offense. 

Any licensed dog found running at 
large, unaccompanied by its owner, 
may be picked up and impounded, and 
if not called for and fine paid, shall be 
disposed of. 

Licenses will not be issued to for- 
eign-born unnaturalized persons, and 
any such person keeping or harboring 
a dog is subject to a line of #2."i.00 or 
imprisonment. 

The IVpurtment of Agriculture has 
inaugurated a systematic method for 
enforcing this Act of Assembly, for the 
protection of livestock, poultry and 
game. 

A few weeks ago, stray dogs killed 
ten ducks ;it Belmont Pace Track, and 
it is depredations of this kind which 
call for the enforcement of the Dog 
Law.
